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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF CUSTOMS FOR 
THE FISCAL YEAR 1916. 



Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the 
Bureau of Customs for the year 1916, showing the foreign com- 
merce of the Philippine Islands, immigration and emigration, 
coastwise trade conditions, and other customs transactions. 
Tables and figures have been compiled, and comparisons have 
been made, for publication herewith, in respect to all matters 
that appear to be of general interest. 

FORKIGN TRADE. 

The total volume of foreign commerce during the year, as 
shown by the declared values of all imports and exports, amounted 
to the sum of f*230,867,040, which is approximately 11 per cent 
greater than for the year 1915, and makes the year 1916 the 
second greatest trade year in the history of the Philippine Is- 
lands. The year 1912, which showed a volume of trade amount- 
ing to 1*233,182,402, and exceeded the past year by the narrow 
margin of f*2,315,362, was noteworthy on account of unusually 
large importations, of which rice contributed over 21 per cent, 
and left a trade balance against the Philippine Islands amount- 
ing to 1*13,489,202. The past year, in contrast to the year 1912, 
is characterized by exportations amounting to 1*139,874,365, 
giving a handsome trade balance in favor of the Philippine 
Islands to the amount of 1*48,881,690. The result of the year's 
commerce shows a material increase in the foreign demand for 
Philippine products, and a tendency of the home market for 
importations to become firm with good prospects of improve- 
ment.

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So far as the available figures show, the net trade balance 
for the years from 1899 to the end of 1915, has been against 
the Philippine Islands, but the past year's commerce has turned 
the tide of trade in favor of the Philippine Islands for the whole 
period from 1899 to the end of 1916, with a net balance amount- 
ing to ^11,260,507. 

The effect of the war in Europe on the foreign commerce of 
the Philippine Islands is still strongly marked by the shifting 
of trade channels and changing commercial relations with other 
countries as compared with previous years. Trade with the 
central countries of Europe has practically ceased. Trade with 
France, which fell off considerably immediately after the war 
commenced, shows a still greater decline. Trade with the 
United Kingdom shows a substantial increase, and is the largest 
. since the year 1907'; although the importations from that country 
have greatly declined, the exportations are the highest on record. 
Trade with Italy declined considerably in comparison with the 
year 1915, but has practically maintained its average amount. 
Trade with Japan shows an increase of approximately 25 per 
cent in comparison with the year 1915, and importations and 
exportations are quite evenly balanced. Trade with the French 
East Indies, represented principally by importations of rice and 
cattle, shows a slight decline in comparison with the year 1915, 
but is still greatly in excess of the years 1913 and 1914, the 
increase being due to greater rice importations during the last 
two years. Trade with the Dutch East Indies doubled that 
of the year 1915, while trade with the British East Indies also 
shows a substantial and favorable increase. A considerable in- 
crease is also shown in the trade with Hongkong, China, and 
Australasia, while with Spain, a slight decline is shown. 

Trade with the United States assumed the greatest propor- 
tions on record, the increase being represented by large exporta- 
tions of Philippine products, although importations from the 
United States declined to the lowest point since 1912.

CARRYING TRADE. 

The carrying trade, or foreign transportation, likewise shows 
a considerable change in comparison with the year 1915 and 
previous years. Approximately 56 per cent of the entire value 
of the foreign commerce of the Philippine Islands was carried 
in British vessels during the year 1916, which is a slight de- 
crease in comparison with the year 1915, the decrease being 
due to a considerable reduction in their share of the import 
carrying trade, although their share of the export carrying trade 
increased slightly. Japanese vessels obtained an increased share 
of the carrying trade both in respect to imports and exports, 
and Dutch vessels are found in third place with a considerable 
increase in their share of the trade for the year 1916 in com- 
parison with the year 1915. American vessels show a great 
reduction in the share of the import trade carried by them, but 
gained slightly in the export trade, and dropped to fourth place, 
in the carrying trade, from third place, which they held in 1915. 
Spanish vessels rank next showing a slight decline from 1915, 
their share in the import and export trade being quite evenly 
balanced. The share obtained by Philippine vessels is more 
than doubled in the comparison with 1915, and places them in 
the sixth place in the carrying trade for the year.

IMPORTS. 

The total value of all imports for the year 1916 decreased 
about 8 per cent in comparison with the year 1915, the prin- 
cipal articles concerned in the decline being cotton manufac- 
tures, iron and steel manufactures, meat products, and wheat 
flour, in the order named. Other bread stuffs, leather manu- 
factures and rice show a slight decline, while importations of 
cattle and carabao were reduced by half. Greatly increased 
values of importations are noted in chemicals, drugs, dyes and 
medicines, automobiles, cocoa, coffee, oils, paper, earthenware, 
glassware and rubber manufactures. The values of other im- 
portations remained about the same as in previous years. 

COTTON AND MANUFACTURES. 

The total value of cotton importations showed a marked de- 
cline during the past year in comparison with the years 1915, 
1913, and 1912, but closely approximated the total values in 
other recent years. While the United States continues to fur- 
nish the greatest amount in value of these commodities, the 
importations for the year 1916 declined to ^12,346,332 in value, 
as compared with ^17,223,686 in 1915, and the percentage of 
the total value of this class of goods imported from the United 
States in proportion to the value imported from all countries 
declined from 73.3 in 1915 to 66.20 for 1916. Japan took second 
place with an increased value of importations amounting to 
1*3,111,575, or 16.68 per cent of the total value of all cotton 
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importations. The value of these importations from the United 
Kingdom declined, and likewise from all the other principal 
countries.

IRON AND STEEL. 



The total value of imports of iron and steel, and manufactures 
thereof, amounted to 1*7,526,477, which shows a continued de- 
cline from the value of such imports during the years 1915, 
1914 and 1913. Approximately 81 per cent of the total im- 
portations of these commodities came from the United States, 
which is approximately 3 per cent less than in the year 1915. 
Imports of this class from Japan again show a marked increase 
in total value, while those from the United Kingdom and France 
are greatly reduced, in comparison with the year 1915.

RICE. 

The year's rice importations, although about 15 per cent less 
in quantity, but only slightly less in total value, than in the year 
1915, amounted to f*13,043,642. This constitutes approximately 
15 per cent of the total value of all imports, and is a slightly 
greater percentage than that of the year 1915. The quantity 
of rice imported during 1916 was still somewhat in excess of 
the average for the ten years preceding. 

The following table shows, in respect to the importation of 
rice, the quantity, value, average value per 100 kilos, and per- 
centage of total imports, for the years from 1899 to 1916:

Chemicals, drugs, dues, and medicines, — The total value of 
these importations increased from 1*1,730,658 in 1915, to 
1*2,776,148 in 1916, due to higher prices generally rather than 
to any increase in the quantities used. 

Coal. — The total value of coal importations amounted to 
1*2,607,988 for the year 1916, as compared with 1*2,865,041 in 
1915, and 1*3,499,490 in 1914, although the duty paid on coal 
for the year 1916, exceeds that paid during 1915, due to the 
fact that none of the coal imported during 1916 came from the 
United States. 

Food products. — The total value of food products, other than 
rice and cattle, imported during the year 1916, amounted to 
1*13,844,047. Other than rice, wheat flour was the food product 
of greatest value imported during the year, the total value of 
the same amounting to 1*3,002,883 as compared with 1*3,892,607 
for the year 1915. The value of other breadstuffs imported 
declined to 1*919,287 as compared with 1*1,328,095 in 1915. 
Importations of cocoa and coffee show a substantial increase in 
value, while the values of imports of eggs, and sugar and mo- 
lasses, show a considerable decline. Dairy products declined to 
1*1,985,908 in value as compared with 1*2,199,682 in value in 
1915, and meat products declined to 1*2,271,487, as compared 
with 1*3,442,474 in value for the year 1915. The value of im- 
ports of food products, including rice, and cattle imported for 
slaughter, constitutes approximately 30 per cent of the total 
value of all imports for the year 1916. 

Leather goods. — The total value of imports of leader and 
leather manufactures amounts to 1*2,119,337 for the year 1916, 
as compared with 1*2,540,605 in 1915, showing a slight decline. 
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Oils. — The value of illuminating oil imported during the year 
amounted to 1*2,025,691, a slight decrease as compared with 
1*2,258,030 during 1915; but on the other hand, the total value 
of oils, other than illuminating, amounted to 1*2,631,525 for the 
year 1916, a considerable increase as compared with 1*1,801,020, 
for the year 1915. 

Silks. — The value of imports of silks shows a slight decline, 
the imports amounting to 1*1,769,953 this year, and 1*1,805,574 
in 1915. 

Vegetable fibers and manufactures. — Imports of these com- 
modities increased slightly in value, the total amount being 
1*1,241,175, as compared with 1*1,197,361 in the year 1915. 

Wood manufactures. — The total value of these imports 
amounted to 1*616,996 for the year 1916, the total value being 
1*672,425 in 1915, and 1*1,543,578 in 1914. 

Further details in respect to the quantities and values of all 
imports, and the principal countries of origin of the same, will 
be found in the appended statistical tables. 

EXPORTS. 

The total value of all exports for the year amounted to 
1*139,874,365, which is the greatest on record, and exceeded the 
total value of exports for the year 1915 by 1*32,248,357. It 
also appears that Philippine products commanded better prices 
generally during 1916 than in 1915. Hemp was the article of 
export of greatest total value, with sugar, copra and coconut 
oil, cigars and tobacco, maguey, embroideries, hats, lumber, and 
pearls, shells and buttons, following in the order named. For- 
eign merchandise to the amount of 1*3,208,678 in value was 
exported during the year, leaving the total value of all other 
exports of Philippine products, than those mentioned above, only 
1*2,318,659, as compared with 1*1,732,014 in the year 1915. 

COPRA AND COCONUT PRODUCTS. 

Copra exports showed a marked decrease in quantity and total 
value, although the average value per 1,000 kilos shows a sub- 
stantial increase, as compared with the year 1915. The United 
States took almost one-half of the total amount of copra exported 
during the year. Copra exports constituted only 10.2 per cent 
of the total value of all exports for the year 1916, in contrast 
to 20.6 per cent for the year 1915.

Coconut cake which showed no transactions in 1915, again 
appears in the list of exportations to the amount of 1*45,921 
in value. Coconut oil showed a fair increase both in quantity 
and value, the average value per 1,000 kilos rising from 1*418.96 
in 1915 to 1*487.94 in 1916, the total value of the quantity 
exported being 1*7,851,469, as compared with 1*5,641,003 during 
the year 1915. 

EMBROIDERIES AND HATS. 

The total value of embroideries exported amounted to 
1*2,328,024 as compared with 1*735,303 during the year 1915. 

Hats to the number of 1,346,997, amounting to 1*1,313,226 in 
value, were exported during the year, as compared with 783,738, 
valued at 1*514,138 during 1915, showing a doubling of the ex- 
port trade in these articles, and a substantial increase in the 
average values. 

HEMP. 

Hemp of all grades to the amount of 137,326,092 kilos in 
weight, and 1*53,384,593 in value, was exported during the 
year, which is slightly less in quantity, but approximately 25 
per cent higher in value than during the year 1915. The value 
of this year's hemp exports is the greatest recorded, although 
the same amounts to only 31 per cent of the total value of all 
exports, as compared with 40 per cent in 1915. The United 
States received slightly more than one-half of the total value 
of hemp exports. The United Kingdom, which received 7 per 
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cent of the total, was the second greatest consumer, and Japan 
was the third.

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LUMBER. 

The value of lumber exports amounted to 1*981,288, as com- 
pared with 1*470,551 in 1915, being slightly more than doubled. 
Lumber exports constituted less than 1 per cent of the total 
value of all exports for the year. This would seem to indicate 
that practically all of the timber cut in the Philippine Islands 
is still consumed in the home market, although the outlook for 
an increased foreign trade is more encouraging. The average 
value, however, appear to have been somewhat lower during 
1916 than in 1915. Tanguile ranks first in quantity and total 
value of lumber exports for 1916. 

MAGUEY. 

Exportations of maguey more than trebled in value during 
1916, as compared with 1915, although amounting to scarcely 
more than double in quantity, thus showing a substantial in- 
crease in average values as well as quantities exported. The 
total value of maguey exports amounted to 1*3,479,978, the quan- 
tity received by the United States being valued at 1*2,127,952, 
by the United Kingdom, 1*862,624, and by Japan, 1*395,894. 

PEARLS, SHELLS, AND BUTTONS. 

The value of exportations of pearls, shells, and buttons shows 
a slight increase over last year, the total value being 1*883,658 
for 1916, as compared with 1*815,152 for 1915. Buttons make 
up the increase principally, while pearls and pearl shells also 
show a substantial increase, but exportations of trocha shell 
were reduced almost by half. 

SUGAR. 

The year 1916 has been the greatest on record in the Phil- 
ippine Islands both in respect to the quantity of sugar exported 
and the total value of the same. The average values remain 
about the same as compared with the year 1915. The total value 
of the 1916 sugar exportations amounted to 1*37,175,185 as com- 
pared with 1*22,620,430 for the year 1915, and constituted 27 
per cent of the total value of all exports for this year, as com- 
pared with 21 per cent of the total during the year 1915. As 
was the case with copra and hemp exports, the United States 
was the largest customer for Philippine sugar, approximately 
one-half of the total amount exported being taken by the United 
States.

TOBACCO PRODUCTS. 

Cigars, cigarettes, and other tobacco show a substantial in- 
crease in total value of exportations. Cigars to the number of 
193,025,578, amounting to 1*5,688,751 in value, were exported 
during the year 1916, as compared with 134,647,687, valued at 
1*4,114,605 exported during the year 1915. The average export 
value per 1,000, however, is slightly less for the year 1916, being 
f*29.47, as compared with f*30.56, in 1915. The United States 
proved to be the best customer for Philippine cigars, taking 
approximately one-half in quantity and three-fourths in value 
of the total amount exported. The total value of tobacco prod- 
ucts exported during the year amounted to 1*11,652,349, as 
compared with 1*7,409,868 during 1915.

IMMIGRATION AND EMIGRATION. 

The passenger movement for the year shows that a total of 
18,076 persons were admitted into the Philippine Islands during 
1916, as compared with 17,494 in 1915, and that 17,569 persons 
departed therefrom, as compared with 18,047 in 1915, not in- 
cluding the number of persons attached to the U- S. Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps. Of the total number of persons ad- 
mitted, 4,641 were immigrant aliens, 4,030 being males and 
611 females, as compared with 4,067 immigrant aliens admitted 
in 1915, of whom 3,533 w r ere males and 534 were females. 
Citizens of the United States to the number of 3,671 were ad- 
mitted, and 3,951 departed. Citizens of the Philippine Islands 
to the number of 2,609 were admitted, and 3,405 departed. The 
total number of Chinese admitted during the year was 8,738, 
of whom 2,703 were immigrant aliens, and 6,035 were return- 
ing residents. This shows a slight decrease as compared with 
the year 1915. Japanese immigration increased considerably, 
the total number admitted being 1,574, of whom 1,374 were im- 
migrant aliens, and 200 were returning residents. The total 
number of Japanese departing during the year was 771, mak- 
ing an excess of arrivals over departures of 803, as compared 
with 983 admitted and 724 departed during the year 1915. 
Spanish persons to the number of 460 w r ere admitted during 
the year, of whom 252 were immigrant aliens and 208 return- 
ing residents, while 508 Spanish persons departed. A total of 
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301 aliens were debarred from admission under the various pro- 
visions of the Immigration and Chinese Exclusion laws, and 
177 aliens were deported, after entry, under the provisions of 
Act No. 702, the Opium Act, and the Immigration law.

A decrease is shown in the import duties collected amounting 
to ^853,421.73 for the year 1916, as compared with the year 
1915, which was caused by the general decline of the import 
trade previously noted. The principal articles of import in- 
volved in this decrease are rice, to the amount of f*565,721, and 
cotton goods, to the amount of f*117,425. Increased wharfage 
collections, and tonnage dues, offset the decrease in import duties 
and other customs collections to the extent of f*260,665.49. Ton- 
nage dues have been collected only since the passage of Act 
2579, of the Philippine Legislature, and consequently this is a 
new item of collections for the year 1916. Besides the total 
collections shown in the foregoing table, Internal Revenue taxes 
were collected by the Bureau of Customs under the provisions 
of Act No. 2432, as amended by Act No. 2445, to the amount of 
f*l,983,698.56, as compared with 1*1,581,203.61 collected during 
1915.

SHIPPING. 

Foreign, — Vessels to the number of 705 entered ports of the 
Philippine Islands from foreign ports during the year, having 
a total net tonnage of 1,559,346 tons, and cleared from Philip- 
pine ports for foreign ports to the number of 718, with a net 
tonnage of 1,594,124 tons, showing a total of 1,423 entrances 
and clearances, with a total tonnage of 3,153,470 tons, as com- 
pared with 1,428 entrances and clearances, with a total tonnage 
of 3,398,805 tons, during the year 1915. This shows only a 
slight decrease in the tonnage and number of vessels entering 
and clearing during the year 1916, as compared with the last 
several previous years.

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Coastwise. — Entrances of vessels engaged in the coastwise 
trade, at all ports of entry in the Philippine Islands, were re- 
corded to the number of 12,525, representing a total registered 
net tonnage of 1,327,598 tons, while clearances were granted 
to the number of 12,676, representing a total registered net ton- 
nage of 1,323,528 tons. This shows a slight increase in the total 
number of entrances and clearances, but a decrease in the cor- 
responding total of registered tonnage concerned, as compared 
with the figures for the year 1915. This decrease in the total 
registered tonnage, in proportion to the number of entrances 
and clearances recorded, is probably accounted for by the fact 
that several of the larger vessels, usually plying regularly in the 
coastwise trade, entered the foreign trade during the year.

SUBPORTS OF ENTRY. 

ILOILO. 

The total value of imports at this port amounted to f*5, 121,790, 
and exports ^27,196,203, making a total trade amounting to 
1*32,317,993, as compared with 1*24,966,730, during 1915, of 
which f*6,293,937 represented the value of imports, and 
1*18,672,793 the value of exports. The total value of trade with 
the United States amounted to f*12,756,827, of which amount, 
¥1,299,589, represents imports, and the balance exports. This 
shows a handsome increase in the export trade to the United 
States, but a decrease in the imports from the United States. 
Sugar was the article of export of greatest value from this port, 
and amounted approximately to a 30 per cent increase over last 
year. A total of 61 vessels engaged in the foreign trade entered 
this port during the year, and the same number departed. Coast- 
wise vessels to the number of 6,041 entered, and 6,071 cleared 
during the year. The business of the port, for the year, shows 
a considerable increase as compared with former years, and 
makes this port second to Manila in respect to the value of the 
total trade carried on. 



CEBU. 

Cebu reports the value of import trade, for the year, at 
=1*5,671,466, and export trade at 1*13,274,011, making the total 
value of foreign trade, 1*18,945,477, as compared with 
1*19,476,523 for the year 1915, showing a slight decrease in the 
value of both import and export trade. Hemp exports to the 
value of ^7,761,192 constituted Cebu's principal article of for- 
eign trade, the value of copra shipments from that port having 
been reduced this year by half, as compared with the previous 
year. Entrances of vessels from foreign ports numbered 42, 
while 30 clearances to foreign ports were recorded. The coast- 
wise trade at this port shows a total of 2,915 entrances and 
3,010 clearances during the year. 

JOLO. 

Imports to the value of 1*635,487 were entered at this port, 
and exports to the value of 1*334,393 were declared, showing a 
total foreign trade amounting to 1*969,880, as compared with 
1*1,240,059 in 1915, the decrease being about evenly divided as 
to imports and exports. Foreign vessels to the number of 25 
entered, and cleared, for foreign ports, and 132 coastwise vessels 
entered, and cleared, during the year, at this port. 

ZAMBOANGA. 

The total foreign trade at this port amounted to 1*938,271 in 
value during the year, the value of imports being 1*482,202, and 
exports, 1*456,069, as compared with a total value of trade of 
1*1,207,444 for the year 1915, the export trade showing the 
greater decrease. Copra w T as the principal article of export, 
representing approximately one-half the value of all exports. 
Entrances of vessels from foreign ports were recorded to the 
number of 20, and clearances, 23. Coastwise vessels to the 
number of 599 entered, and 607 cleared. 

BALABAC. 

The total value of the foreign trade at this port amounted 
to 1*35,740, of which 1*20,818 represented the value of imports, 
and 1*14,922 that of exports, as compared with a total trade 
amounting to 1*53,649 in 1915, showing a considerable decrease 
in the value of both imports and exports. Only one vessel en- 
tered and cleared in the foreign trade at this port during the 
year, and 7 entrances and clearances of coastwise vessels are 
recorded. 
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APARRI. 

This subport is not open to the foreign trade, but 437 arrivals, 
and 351 departures, of vessels in the coastwise trade, were re- 
corded during the year. The inland trade of the port shows 
1,230 arrivals, and 1,355 departures, of river vessels of small ton- 
nage. A small decrease is noted in the amount of fees collected, 
as compared with the year 1915, but otherwise trade conditions 
are reported to be very favorable. 

CONSULAR DUTIES. 

There was a considerable number of consular invoices issued 
during the year which were principally used for household and 
personal effects of citizens of the United States returning thereto. 
The number of invoices of returned American goods was some- 
what less than the number issued in 1915. Seamen to the num- 
ber of 745 were shipped on American vessels during the year, 
and 405 were discharged- 

SECRET SERVICE. 

The results of the work of the Customs Secret Service, in ap- 
prehending violators of the customs, immigration and revenue 
laws, are summarized as follows : convictions 518 ; dismissals, 39 ; 
cases pending, 37; total 594. The fines imposed upon persons 
arrested amounted to 1*54,902. 

DIVISION OF VESSELS. 

During the year there were operated by this Division the 
Cableship J. Bustamante, six cutters, one seagoing launch and 
three harbor and river launches, in addition to those used ex- 
clusively for customs purposes. The Cableship J. Bustamante 
maintained the submarine cables throughout the Islands in an 
excellent state of serviceability. Two of the cutters have been 
engaged practically the entire year as lighthouse tenders, and the 
Cutter Gilbert, on patrol duty in southern waters. The sea- 
going launch Ranger was under charter to the province of Leyte 
from March 17 to the close of the year, for the purpose of fur- 
nishing a freight and passenger service from isolated ports of 
that province to the provincial capital and Cebu. The remain- 
ing cutters were engaged in the transportation of official pas- 
sengers and freight whenever required for such service. There 
have been maintaind at the port of Manila, during the year, 5 
steam and 4 motor launches, engaged exclusively in the harbor 
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service of the Manila Customhouse. Two steam launches have 
been maintained at Iloilo, one at Cebu, and a motor boat is 
stationed at each of the ports of Zamboanga, Jolo, Balabac, and 
Aparri for customs purposes. 

Marine railway and repair shops. — The operation of the 
marine railway and repair shops has been confined to work 
required by the Federal, Insular, provincial, and municipal gov- 
ernments. 

Inter-island transportation. — Subsidies were paid by the Phil- 
ippine Government during 1916 for freight and passenger service 
on three routes said not to be self-sustaining, as follows: No. 1, 
providing a monthly service between Manila and Santo Domingo, 
Batanes Islands, and way ports, 1*15,000; No. 8-2, between Ma- 
nila and Puerto Princesa, Palawan, and way ports, 1*12,400; 
and to the Department of Mindanao and Sulu, for furnishing 
passenger and freight service between Zamboanga, Cebu, and 
way ports, the sum of 1*10,200. 

Medical inspection. — The usual large number of treatments 
were administered, and medicines furnished, by the dispensary, 
in the course of its routine, to the laborers, sailors, and other 
employees of the Bureau ; cases requiring further attention being 
sent to the proper hospital. Besides the examination of the san- 
itary conditions existing on coastwise vessels, inspections of 
the personnel engaged in the preparation and serving of food 
on such vessels were also periodically made, with respect to their 
health and habits, for the purpose of preventing the transmission 
of disease. Attention was also devoted to the matter of medicines 
to be carried on vessels during trips, for the protection of the 
health of passengers and crew in case of emergency, and satis- 
factory improvement was noted in this respect through the co- 
operation of masters and owners of vessels. 

Lighthouse maintenance. — Ten new lights were installed, mak- 
ing a total of 171 lights in operation at the close of the year. 
Regular trips were maintained by the Lighthouse tenders, a 
total of 367 visits to stations having been made during the year. 
The personnel at the close of the year consisted of 173 keepers 
and assistants, 10 apprentices, and 76 boatmen. 

INSPECTION OF VESSELS. 

The hull and boiler inspectors made inspections during the 
year, in accordance with the requirements of navigation and the 
steamboat inspection service, as shown in the following table :

Nine steam vessels and 21 sailing vessels were placed out of 
commission during the year, and 3 steam and 61 sail vessels were 
wrecked at sea. 

MARINE OFFICERS. 

The Board of Philippine Marine Examiners examined 155 ap- 
plicants for marine licenses of all grades and classes during the 
year, of whom four were Americans and 151 Filipinos. Of the 
number of applicants for examination, 125 passed in their res- 
pective grades, 25 failed, and 5 cases were pending at the close 
of the year. A total of 442 certificates of all grades were issued 
in ocean and coastwise service, divided as follows: Ocean going 
service, United States citizens, 18, Philippine citizens, 236 ; coast- 
wise service, United States citizens, 2, Philippine citizens, 186. 
The total number of marine officers holding unexpired licenses 
at the end of the year was 685, while 555 expired licenses of all 
grades were outstanding, of which number the majority were 
subject to renewal. 

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS. 

Documents were issued to 388 vessels entering the coastwise, 
or lighterage and harbor trade, during the year, having a total 
registered net tonnage amounting to 4842 tons, as compared with 
499 vessels, having a total registered net tonnage of 4778 tons, 
documented during the year 1915. The following table shows 
the number of vessels by classes and tonnage newly documented 
at each port during 1916:
